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Mr, Biake's Letter. 


Among several interesting communications 
from representative people - to be found 
on the second page, is a letter from Rov. 
J. V. Blake, minister of the Third Uni- 
tarian Church, Chicago, in response to our 
editorial of October 25th on a Society for 
Psychical Research. We make this letter the 
text of some remarks because it seems to us 
a typical letter. It is typical of the Unitar- 
lan clergy, and of the present Unitarian posi- 
tion in the world of religion and of thought. 

It is to bo sald in the first place, that for 
Unitarianism we have always had a hearty 
respect. For its long, and at length victori- 
ous battle against irrational and Immoral 
dogmas in religion it deserves the reverent 
admiration of all thoughtful men. Ita groat 
fundamental affirmations are in favor of 
reedom of inquiry, the dignity of human 
ture, aud the. goodness of God. Whatever 
anges may come over religion In the future 
those affirmations will continue among its 
foundation stones. And for the noble men 
and women whom Unitariagism, in this 
country and in England, has trained up dur- 
ing the last hundred years, every lover of 
mankind must rejoice. They have been lend · 
era in statesmanship, in humanitarian re- 
forms, in science, in literature, and in re- 
ligion, We will not mention their names. 
In our- Armament they are shining st 
which all may see. Moreover, for Mr. Blake, 
personally, we have no reason to cherish 
other than feelings of respect. All must honor 
his manly Mte and his high thought. His 
pulpit work from week to week ls, in Iiter- 
ary finish, in poetic insight, and in lofty 
moral purpose, equal to that from any pulpit 
in America. Instead of speaking to the 
small congregation that greeta him every 
Sunday, his pews ought to be full to over- 
flowing. It is a wonder that in this great 
city there Is sucha comparatively small num- 
ber of men and women who are interested in 
his words.

Mr. Blake says: “I am interested to 
maintain that anything Is truth, but I feel 
happy and satisfied, when the truth, whatever 
it may be, is discovered.” ' We can say with 
Mr. Blake that we “are happy when the truth 
is discovered.” We cannot follow him in ssy- 
Ing that we are “ satisfied when tho truth is 
discovered,” nor can we say that we are “ not 
Interested in maintaining that anything is 
truth.“ The discovery of truth, merely, does 
not satisfy us, although we rejoice In it. It 
is of all things essential that truth be opera- 
tive in human lives and human institutions, 
ora man to know truth which would be a 
great help to men, but of which thoy are ig- 
norant, and then not to teach and maintain 
that truth, {s a most unbrotherly and selfish 
position. Indeed, Mr. Blake would probably 
agree with usin this. He did not mean just 
what his words say. He {is interested in 
maintaining that something is truth, his 
work every week shows It. If he has no truth 
to teach and to maintain, the sooner he steps 
down and out of the pulpit the better for him 
and his congregation. We do believe: that 
something is truth, and we are mightily io- 
torestod In maintaining that truth. If any- 
thing we now hold as truth shall ever be 
proven to be error, we hope we shall not be 
backward in giving it up. 

It would seem as if some of -our Unitarian 
friends had, during these last years, been 
drifting away from any clearly conceived 
truth, which they are willing to state and to 
stand by. The old school of Unitarians fought 
a great battle, and overthrew a brave and 
vigorous enemy. They denied errors with a 
manly force, and with the same force they 
affirmed truth’. They had great fundament- 
al thoughts as to man, salvation, God, which 
gave a coherent Abre to all thelr work. Their 


Proof may be divided into two kinds, prob- 
able or moral proof, and Jemonstrative proof. 
Probable proof is not to be decried. It Is 
often very valuable. Upon it many important 
truths are based. If demonstrative proof 
cannot be had then men gladly accept what- 
ever probable proof can be found. But dem- 
onstrative proof is everywhere looked on as 
more valuable, when it can be had, for it is 
of such a character that- anybody who fs ca- 
pable of understanding the proof must ac- 
cept the conclusions to which it leads. Now 
as to immortality, Mr. Blake says he is con- 
tent with probabilities. We say to him, and 
to all like him: Your probabilities are well 
enough In their way, but we can give you 
demonstration of immortality, by putting 
you in direct communication with men and 
women who were ones in the flesh, but whose 
bodles being dead, thoir apleite now live in a 
spiritaal realm, and will prove to you thelr 
existence by all tests which a rational in- 
quirer needs., Why spend time in the ac- 
cumulution of probdbilities when demonstra- 
tion is at hand hy leave large numbers 
in deep sorrow and bitterness, when, by put- 
ting before them the proofs of immortality, 
their judgment will be convinced and their 
sorrow assuaged? This ia the kind of proof 
that we deem most valuable and that we 
would increase. Itis the kind of proof which 
the scientific world has alway valued and 
endeavored to increase. Not to value it is 
not to have the sclentific spirit.

Mr. Blake speaks in warm terms ot the 
worth of life now and here. In all that he 
can say of the beauty and dignity of this life 
we gladly follow him. Suppose now it is 
proven that this life, ao fall of beauty and dig- 
nity,continues forever; that it does not stop 
in blank oblivion at death, but goes on to all 
eternity with constantly increasing beauty 
and dignity; that it can evermore learn truth, 
go forward in goodness, come to more perfect 
beauty and a higher dignity. Does not this 
knowledge add a subiimer glory? Would not 
the knowledge of this Go.l-like dignity help 
to give earnestness, purity,love, toevery soul? 
Surely it is of value to know that there Is 
something more than life here, precious and 
beautiful as this life may be.

Asa result the 
Unitarian body is to-day much less influen- 
tial, compared with the population, than it 
was twenty years ago. In Chicago it now 
has four churches where twenty years ago 
there were two, but the two then were much 
stronger than the four combined are now, 
while in business, In wealth, in population, 
in influence the city has during these twen- 
ty years made {mmense-strides.

A sen- 
sitive or psychic is often an undeveloped’ or 
seml-developed medium, subject to the intii- 
ences of the minds of those with whom’ he 
comes in contact or of his own mind, thus 
preventing his successful control by a foreign 
. for the Impartation of truth to man- 
kind or for other good purpose. To properly 
separate these three classes of phenomena to 
determine the exact nature of many of the 
asserted — 4 facts, is often a dificult 
task, requiring an extensive knowledge of 
the various kinds of phenomena and the elr- 
cumstances attending their protection, coup- 
led with an Impartial, diseriminating judg- 
ment, Itis not easy at times to accurately 
determine first, whether the phenomena are 
enuine of simulated, and secondly, if genu- 
ne, whether they are of a psychic or a spir- 
itual character per se.. In investigations of 
this nature, the judicial spirit is pre-eminent- 
ly required in order to arrive at trathfal or 
reasonably probable results. Mental bias, 
pre-possession, pre-jadgment, Invarlably be- 
cloud the judgment. The Inveterate skeptic 
and the eredalons bellever alike are impotent 
in the matter of the determination and clas- 
sification of psychic facts. None but those 
of the true scientific spirit of im- 

peun analysis and attuned to the harmon- 
es of exact judicial fairness are thoroughly 
competent to deal conclusively and finally 
with so subtie a class of phenomena as the 
psychic. Not thakone should be a recognized 
scientist to deal with this matter, or that all 
scientists are competent to the task. By no 
means, It is reported that Helmholtz, one of, 
the world’s most eminent physicists, said to 
an English friend that If he were to see with 
his own eyes, the phenomena aaserted to be 
true by the Society for Psychical Research, 
with all the precautions he could devise, he 
would not believe them. Clearly such a mind 
as this, and there are many such in sclence, 
is incompetent to enact the role of puychicist 
(to coln a word), however able and successful 
a physicist he may be. On the other hand, 
there are many persona with no pretensions 
to the name of scientists who yet possess the 
true scientific spirit. —reverént quest for 
truth, impartial discrimination and judicial 
fairness. “Those thus endowed, whether 
ractical scientists or not, are the ones most 
ally qualified for psyehic research.’ In con- 
sonance with this, the English Society of 
Psychic Research las composed partly of rec- 
ofged scientists and partiy of other inves- 
tigators into nature's mystic realms. And 
so I think should our American Paychica} 
ties be constituted—of scientist and 
student, of 8 and. non-Splrituallst. 
Suroly all lovers of genuine Spiritualism, 
every truo and, honest Spiritigliat should re- 
. at the opportunity to have the reason 
or nl faith vindicated. Any Spiritualist 
who does not encourage its honest, serentific 
investigation thereby confesses his own weak- 
ness if not dishonesty. Of course frauds and 
their supporters and abottors will deprecate 
fair, honest investigation; and, as was to

Wo have observed lately several notices of 
the insanity of persons called spiritual medi- 
ums, One of these cases was certainly errone- 
ously reported, but there is enough of morbid 
delusion among Spiritnalista to demand our 
attention, That Spiritualism has any ten- 
‘dency in itself to produce or promote Insani- 
ty was thoroughly disproved by Dr. Crowgll 
when ‘the charge was made some years ago. 
But that people of credulous’ and cranky 
minds have become greatly interested in 
Spirituativm and made their folly very con- 
spleuons,.is unfortunately true, and it is the 
duty of all who wish to seo Spiritualism hon- 


the superstitious and cranky class who have 
done so much to lower {ts reputation. 

There is n superstitious and fanatival class 
of Spiritualists, who receive the ulterances 
of mediums with almost as much credulous 
reverence as that of the ancient Jows, who 
took their spiritual impressions for the volee 


of common sense, they question the spirits 
through a medium for information about the 
most trivial matters, as a child would qves- 
tion its father, Tho consequences of this fol- 
ly would not be serious If it were not for the 
fact that to them mediumship ia a specioa of 
apotheosis. The mest depraved, corrupt and 
licentious people, addicted to lying and fraud, 
selfish and malignant, aro reverenced as 
saints when they assume mediumship; and 
not only are thelr Impostures accepted, but 
thelr falsehoods aro received in preference to 
the unanimous testimony of the most honor- 
able citizens. People of this depraved class 
are continually put forward as mediumistic 
répresentatives of Spiritualism. Their moral 
depravity and psychical powers make an un- 
happy combination which carriesthom along 
the border line of Insanity, and we are not 
surprised to learn that the notorious James 
A. Bliss, now at Boston, was arresteq lately as 
a raving maniac. Such men as Bliss, the 
monomanine Roberts of Phil: elphla, and 
hia drunken and depraved medium, Alfred 
James, and a few others, inflict a disgrace on 
Spiritualism from which it cannot be relley- 
ed until there is suficient moral sense and 
self-respect among Spiritualists to consign 
such characters to obscurity. While blind 
fanatics, such as Henry Kiddle—to whom as

lost all the literary characteristics by which 
he was known in life, Yot this was widely 
circulated among Spiritualists as an utter- 
ance from Paine. 3

Wherever Spiritualism bas been diffased 
we lind the victims of that credulity which 
accepts every thing from s medlum as spir- 
itual or divine. Men and women whom one 
would suppose Intelligent and sensible, de; 
vote themselves to writing long messages 
and Alling blank books without number with 
yague declamatory utterance of a feeble 
Moonshiny character, which impart no new 
ideas or usefal Information, and cherish the 
fancy that they have been enriched by com- 
muning with thd highest sources of trath, 
and may some da, ish their revelations. 
The literary follies of a supposed mediuni- 
ship are less disastrous than the visionary 
undertakings, the absurd business énter- 
prises, the hunting for buried treasures, the 
assumption of impracticable missions and 
the forination or disruption of conjugal ties 
under the delusive guldanee of such supposed 
mediomship, whose teachings and prophecles 
are but the day-dreama of an unbalanced 
mind, or more reflections of ideas thrown 
upon the sengitive by the weak and silly 
eker ufter heavenly advice. 
Spiritualists need to be very much more 
careful in diseriminating between sensltlve- 
ness and mediumship. A medium through 
whom returning spirits manifest is always a 
sensitive, bug a sensitive ls not always a me- 
dium. Neither are genulne mediums always 
in such “ form" as to enable spirits to man- 
ifest; and when thelr medinmship is inopera- 
tive, if urged by their own necessities or the 
unwise importunities òf a patron to attempt 
ascance, they serve merely as mirrors, re- 
fecting only what comes from thelr mun- 
dane environment. Sensitiveness, and even 
genuine mediomahip, when not jotned with 
a disciplined, cultivated Wil, is sure to lead 
to mistnkes-and disaster involving all con- 
cerned, . A sensitive or medium who does not 


strive tọ cultivate his Will, to maintain great 
self-respect and to lend an even, orderly life, 
is ju COnstantwauger of passing the bound- 


ary line of sanity. 

We would earnestly caution our friends 
when they are disposed to venture into the 
border land of insanity by -undertakin 
carry on their religious, literary or business 
enterprises under the ignis fatuus guidance 
of what purports to be mediumship, to test 
the supposed spirits yery carefully by getting 
what'the spirit is supposed to utter through 
one medium and comparing it carefully with 
the utterances that purport to come through 
other mediums from the same spirit. 

It ‘they find that the supposed splrit pre- 
serves his Identity under this test, adheres 
to thé same Ideas and recollects in speaking 
through ono medium what He ls supposed to 
have sald through another, then it may be 
safe to bellove that a epirit voice has been 
heard, and that Its advice Is worthy of just 
that deference which would have been given 
to the same spirit in earth-life, and no more.

ASavior of Children! The degradation and 
misery of the children, who, uutil George 
Smith appeared as their savior, toiled from 
earliest history in the bef@kyards and on the 
canals of Great Britain, can never be appre- 
ciated by those who have not seen it. What 
the child's life in the brickyards really meant 
may be imagined faintly from the*fact that 
it was no rare thing to see a little child toil- 
ing under the weight of forty pounds of clay, 
which it was the duty of the children to 
catry to the table where the bricks are made. 
These mere bahes—some of them only four or 
five years old—would do such work as this 
for thirteen or fourteen hours a day, and 
work nights In addition. George Smith was 
the son of a poor bricklayer, and began his 
life as one of the little serfs of the brickyard. 
For sixpence a dy be would carry these 
heavy welghts of clay, walking the equival- 
ent of fourteen miles, and on every night of 
extra work, carrying a weight which mount- 
ed up to a total load of five tons. Mr. Smith's 
frst achievement was the Brickyards act of 
1871, by which these 30, children were 
taken opt of their pens and sont to school. 
Whew he had dong this for the 30,000 brick- 
yard children ho turned to the rescue of 
60,000 children who lived on the canalboats 
of Great Britain in an ignorance, degrada- 


‘Hon, and brutality even worse than that of 


the. brickyard children. In 1877, sia years 
atter the passage of his Brickyard act, he 
got from Parliament the Cahalboat act, by 
which these 60,000 children, too, were allow- 
ed to escape from the little six-feet-square 
cabins of the canalboats into school. Mr. 
Smith may be truly regarded as “ A Savior of 
Children“ after such wonderful success in . 
bettering their condition.

An Abstract of a Trance Address by the 
Guides of Mr, J. Clegg Wright, Oct. 26th, 
1884, at Philadelphia, Pa. 

(Maported for the Keligio Philosophical Joarnal. ) 

The subject of the discoutse this morning 
is Herbert Spencer. To a great many hore 
hia name will be r new. People 
aro not all students of philosophy. To those 
who havet ht upon the constitution of 
man and mind in relation to brain matter, 
that name will not be onfamillar. We regard 
this man as the greatest philosopher of the 
nineteenth century. This will sound too 
sweeping to some ears, because the position 
he has taken in relation to old thought has 
mado his name one to be avolded, as his phi- 
losophy destroys what is called the orthodox 
bellef or “faith 


in God.“ in the popolar ‘orm 
of —— religion. He has walked out of 
the old lines of thought. The utterances we) 
have been so long accustomed to hear, are 
only onone side. The dissatisfaction with 
the old faith is proclaimed and fully outspok- 
en in the effort to find the solution of the 
great mystery of organization and lite. The 
anthropomorphic God no longer recelves nt- 
tention in philogopuy. Thetsm; so fashlona- 
blo in the time of the Georges, is not fash- 
fonable now. Philosophy bas its fashions, 
ust as the ladles of Philadelphia, London or 

aris, Herbert Spencer will have his brief 
day, and then leave the boards for come one 
still more fitted. Bacon, Locke, Hume and 
Mill loft-bebind them the results of their 
intellectual efforts. Spencer, after awhile, 
will be to the Hist. Colors blend and 
interblend; so thought comes, blends and In- 
terblends. We lose the points of contact and 
soon the fusion becomes complete, and the 
old ia woven into the new. Men are ever 
changing; ever enlarging their experience. 
What are experiences but our tabulated and 


has not made himself aware of the import- 
aut facts of modern Spiritualism, while ho 
has been the apostle of that system of logic 
hich demams a rigid investigation of facts 
before any cohclusion can be formed, 

No satisfactory philosophy of human na- 
tare is possible Without considering the pe- 
culiar influence of the Spirit-world. The 
philosophy of the evolution of consciousness, 
no well worked out by Spencer, is imperfect 
because it does not deal with that larger 
consciousness which impinges upon man to- 
day, showing the endless line of progress be- 
fore all. We have again and again contend- 
ed that we have phenomena in nature which 
demonstrate that there Is a spirit in man 
and that there isa Splrit world. There is a 
larger plane of consclousness, which lies out- 
side of the cognizance of the five senses, but 
which comes under certain conditions of 
what I may call subjective sensation or in- 
spiration, making one unbroken continuity 
of life-conselousness. - 

I want to look at the thinking. power in 
man in this higher relation. To Spencer 
man has five senses; to mo he las dix senses, 
To Herbert Spencer man takes cognizance of 
form in three dimensions—length, breadth 
and thickness. Spirits take cognizance of 
form in four dimensions. When I look ut 
consclonsness in this higher dimension, I 
witness phenomena which never can be cog- 
nized by man on earth. There are presented 
to uy sensation appearances which are only 
peculiar to that mode of existence. Nature 
presents us with many forms of conscious- 
ness, May they not sncceed one another, in 
proper order, when we read nature correctly? 

With all the powers my soul possesses, | 
can only sense a fery small portion of exist. 
ence. Other beings sense other parts of that 
existence, That which I cannot sense is in 
the domain of the unknéwn, Tho cause of 
consciousness is in that domain; the cause of 
all phenomena ia there. . Causes cannot be 
comprehended, I must keep within myself. 
My own nature i» all that I can ever know; 
to know that Is a task that will require all 
N As a spirit I see a world you do nat. 
Before longy1 may see a world I do not now. 
There are numerous worlds and I shall see 
them as soon as I have senses susceptible to 
the phenomena belonging to them. 8 

Spirit Is as real to me as matter js to you. I 
define matter to be one mode of motion, aud 
spirit another. I reason upon my sensations 
in all the states of my consciousness. I can- 
not xettle the controversy upon ‘the reality 
of matter. I have nothing to judge by but 
my sensations. I leave the existence of mat- 
ter an ss question, aud I call that which ! 
sense, pi enomena or appearances. 

I know that every thing in this world is 
the result of antecedent causes; I know that 
today embodies what exlated yesterday; and 
that the doctrine of antecedents and the sen- 
sation of antecedents, is the doctrine of na- 
ture. Phenomena will ever be the expression 
4 antecedents or antecedent causes; and this 

w rales thought, life and organism. The 
unknowable energy is that which lies behind 
all. Icannot know anything about that.. I 
ean think of a thing, but I cannot think of 
an essence. [cannot define an element that 
is beyond my power of comprehension. I 
cannot think of an element of consciousness, 
nor of the essence of thought; prey belong to 
the unknowable.

Many persons of the present day would be 
pleased to look back throngh the vista of past 
years—back to the dawn of Spirituallam and 
to watch its early struggles for position and 
r to notice the attitude of the 
ministry and the friends and foes of the new- 
l Magod infant. How often there fit across 
the writer's mind a panorama of his experi- 
ences in 1810. He was a mere boy then in his 
teens, yet old — to comprehend some- 
thing of the grand import of the move- 
ment. In the winter of 1849 and ‘60 he was 
an extremely green school teacher, in a 
small village on the Illinois River, in the 
State of Illinoia, Thename of this pillage 
Was Florence. Thisimmensecity at that day 
comprehended from three to four hundred In- 
bitants.

We thank our friend, Mrs. Celta P. Woolley. 

for her courteous letter printed elsewhere in 
this issue, in which she comes up loyally to 
the defence of Unitarianism. With much of 
her lotter wo heartily agree. Nobody shall 
‘go before us in strong appreciation of the 
large work which Unitarianism has done 
daring the last hundred years, nor in rever- 
ent admiration for the noble workers through 
whom this work has been wrought. But this 
appreciation does not blind our eyes tothe 
pressing demands of the work which needs 
to be done in the world to-day, nor to the 
fatal weaknesses which prevent some modern 
Unitarlans from doing this essential work, 
and so reaping the great harvest for which 
thelr noble fathers sowed the seed. The 
good physician runs bis probe deep. If we 
expose what seems to us the fatal weakness 
of these Unitarians, we do it in no unfriend- 
ly spirit; but only in loyalty to the thought 
which we believe has in it the power to re- 
generate humanity. 

As we sald above, we agen with much of 
Mra. Woolley’s letter. fe are several 
minor points on which we think she is mis- 

taken, but it is not worth whije to dwell 
upon them, There are two or threo vital 
points of the ‘greatest importance in which 
she Is in error, and in which her position is 
as typical as was that of Mr. Blake's letter, 
in defense of which she writes. To these 
points we ask attention. 

Mrs. Woolley says of our remarks: The 

“general charge brought agalust Unitarian- 
ism is the old one, which alleges a prepon- 
“derance of mere Intellectualism over spirit- 
Qal warmth and vitality, and a positive lack 
of moral force and inspiration.”

Now .our critic, coming to thelr defence, 
enys: “The term distinctive is very mis- 
leading.” And what reason does she give 
for its being so misleading? Really, she 
gives no reason. But she goes on to say that 
“so far as it siguifes mere divergence from 
the accepted beliefs and standarda of the 
times it possesses little value.” But why las 
At littlé valuo? If the accepted beliefs and 
standards are irrational and irreligious they 


\and the one who rejects them should be able 
give distinctive reasons for the rejection, 
aid distinctive reasons for the thought, what- 

ever it may be, that he puts in thelr place. 

We are entirely unable to see wherein our 
use of the term distinctive was misleading, 
or wherein it is of little value. Again our 
critic says that in so far as the term distinc- 
tive“ defines an aspiration towards, and an 
effort to attain something better than pres- 
ent conditions afford, its meaning is very 
noble.” Now an Intelligent man does not 
haye aspirations toward something. better 
unless he has distinctive thoughts as to some- 
thing that is inferior and undesirable and of 
something else that is superior and desir- 
able. He must have some “ distinctive” 

thought on tho subject, and we suspect that 


-| the more high\pnd clear that ftiought 16. and 


the more cleverly he can state it, the better 
for himself and for others. Then as to any, 
“effort” that he may put forth, it seems 
probable that such effort will be valuable in 
proportion as it is rationally planned and 
rationally guided; that is to say, in propor- 
tion ns itis d “distinctive” effort. Aspira- 
tion and effort both can exist only as they 
have basis in thought, and the more ration- 
ally distinctive that thought is the better for 
all. Alike in what she disparages as of " lit- 
tle valué” and in what she commends as 
“very noble,” our critic must have a basis of 
intellectualism, of distinctive thought, ideas, 
prinelples, teachinga—call it by what name 
you will. This whole sentence of our critic 
is an admirable Illustration of the want of 
distinctive thought which we at first charg- 
ed. It is a sentence which, in slightly vary- 
ing forms, is often met with of late years 
among those Unitarians wbo are hazy in 
their perception of intellectual principles, or 
who, being conscious that they have given 
up the essential thought for which their 
fathers fought, are seeking for excuses for 
‘their own torpor In having no better thought 
to put in its place. 

Our correspondent speaks of the basic prin- 
ciples of Unitarianiam as being superior to 
those of Spiritualism. She says also that “a 
trasting belief in the existing universe and 
in the lifo that now is,” is superior in moral 
force and impulse to Spiritualism. Wo aro 
glad she has introduced this subject, for it 
enables us to make an explanation and a 
statement in regard to Spiritualism which it 
ls very Important should be made. 

We have often spoken of Spiritualism as if 
it dealt only with the two ideas ot life after 
the death of the body, and of the communion 
between that life and this. This is a conven- 
jent way of speaking, because it es prom- 
inent the“ distinctive doctrines” of Spiritu’ 
alism, just as in speaking of the Baptist de- 
nomination we may speak of it as belleving 
in immersion, without mentioning other 
teachings in which Baptists agree with other 
Christians. To say that Spiritualism believes 
in spirit life and in spirit communion, is 
true, but itis not all the truth. To all thought 
ful Spiritualists, Spiritualism means much 
wore than these two Hens. It means the 
spiritual origin of the universe and of man; 
that there is at the center aud source of 
things a Spiritual Power of infinite wisdom 
and goodness, of which the whole universe is 
an expression. From the very beginning of 
modern Spiritualism its principal teachers 
have taught this with clearness and positive- 
ness. The spiritual nature of man they find 
in this spiritual origin. The fact that men 

after the death of the body can communicate 

ith men still in the body, they regard as of 
very great importance because it provea the 
continuous life of man, and so becomes an 
inspiration and a consolation of inestimable 
Value. But with the thoughtful Spiritualist 
this communion has another value of scarce- 
ly less importance; it gives a very strong con- 
firmation to his philosophy of the Spiritual 
Power at the centre and source of all things. 
That Is to say, the fact that mia Hes after 
the body is dead, proven by the fact that ho 
can communicate with man still in the body, 
ls a strong confirmation of that philosophi 
Spiritualism which has.been in existence for 
many hundreds of years, and which fs the 
foundation of all the best religious thought 
and lite. Philosophie Spirituallemi is a theory 
of the spiritual origin of the universe, in- 
eluding man. Modern-Spiritualism is a dem- 
onstration of man's spiritual nature, and so 
corroborates the theory of his spiritual orig- 
in, and of the spiritual origin of all things. 
Modern Spiritualism, thus founded ón Philo- 
sophie Spiritualism, has all the elements 
needed for the purest, loftlost. most practical 
religion, a religion that insists on duty, jus- 
tice, love, reverence, holiness; and, offering, 
-as it does, a demonstration of man’s spiritual 
nature, it has an advantage over every other 
form of religion to which man has attained. 
Qur critic will sea that this fuller statement 
of what Modera-Sptritualism is, protects It 
entirely from all rational objection to it asa

The child, seeing n little crack in 
the mould by the wayside through which a 
tiny leaf reaches up to the light, would hard- 
ly think it possible that a hundred years 
would make that leaflet a towering and mas- 
sive oak, strong to meet the tempest, giving 
grateful shelter from summer heat to man 
and beast, and promising to stand for cen- 
turies, Man's maturer wisdom and larger 
experience would make plain to him what 
the child. would hear with Ineredulous and 
unreasoning amazement. The world is full 
of spiritual children, still Iistening with 
open-eyed yot blind wonder to the true stories 
of spirit-presence and power. Even if they 
witness these remarkable phenomena it may 
well be said: “ Having eyes they see. not.” 
The outward sign i» like the fash of a meteor, 
of its inward sigoificance they see nothing. 

All this is to be expected, and the ploneer 
in reform must learn to possess his soul in 
patience, and work and wait 

“Without haste and without rest.“ 

This is not easy or pleasant, yet it Is far 
nobler and brings far more and higher enjoy- 
ment aud inspiration than to be false to the 
light Within, and fall back among the.shams 
and shows of the multitude to wait unti? 
others make the truth popular.

Far better is it to choose the light, even if 
but few choose with us, for if we go Into the 
darkness its chill may hang over us all 
through our lives on earth, and its shadow 
darken the upper path beyond. - :

The 
good minister in the church can give the 
deep-souled woman who is one of his mem- 
bers, yet a Spiritualist, no help, He cannot 
see as far as she does, forsooth, and so the 
pions man either plties vr gondemns her, but 
has no inspiring sympathy, n knowledge or 
ligtit to impart, 

In social life it is Impossible, in many 
cases to tell of beautiful spiritual experiences 
that AlI the soul with joy and peace, and give 
larger range to reason and judgment. There 
is no warm response. One meets a chill as 
though touching lee, or a stroke of contempt 
as though smitten with the war-elub of a 


savage. .

and cruel on the other; whilk the pride of

For all this compensation is that we 
learn to stand, to stand alone it need be. 
We have chosen our place and not for the 
wealth of the world would be in theirs. We 
recognize the good in these our fellow men. 
We grant their merits in. many ways, but on 

this great matter they must live and learn. 
We cannot go back to them and be true to 
ourselves. We are gaining, too, and our views 
win more respect, our experiences are more 
earnestlx. sought for than in past years. Nor- 
er was there so much private seeking for 
spiritual light, never so many seekers for good 
mediums und for select and quiet home s6- 
ances (the best of all) as to-day. Of course 
the wins, just as inevitably as the 
healtiy leaflet’ peering up through the earth 
beeomes an oak. 

If wer teel alone we can associate. “ Ne- 
glect not the “assembling cf yourselves to- 
gether,” is good scripture and good sente. 
Let us have our mootings in private and pub 
lic, our home elreles, our broad Declarations 
of Principles, our tor Psychiċal Re- 
search, our gold by the wisest writ- 
ers, our journals well sustained, true and 
fearless, yet colt · poised and serene in spirit. 

A waiting world is ripeniog for our har- 
vest work. It. is narrow and blinding selt-

Unitarian Need of Spiritual Philosophy. 


In our editorial two weeks ago on Mr. 
Blake's letter, we pointed out the great need 
of Unitarlanism to-day. That need, as we 
asserted, is to accept the two great afirma- 
tlons of Modern Spirltuallsm, the reality of a 
spirit life, and of open communion between 
that life and this. If to its present great af- 
firmations it adds these two, It will have, as 
we believe, the thought, the morality and the 
emotion which are essential in a great and 
helpfal religions movement. 

When our editorial was written we had not 
seen an article recently contributed to the 
New York Independent by Rev. Geo. W. Cooke, 
minister of the Unitarian society in Wost 
Dedham, Mass: entitled “The Unitarian De- 
fect.” Mr. Cooke is one of the most thought- 
fol of the eniddle-aged men in the Unitarian 
ministry, and a carefal student of principles. 
He finds that“ the chief defect of Unitarian- 
ism lies in the fact that it has ño philosoph- 
ie principle which is capable of giving unity 
and direction to its thought.” In the course 
of his article he adduces proof of this, in 
which he clearly showa the correctness of our 
statement that not a few of the Unitarian 
clergy ure drifting towards agnosticism and 
materialism.

A Woman's Word for Unitarlanism. 


A Talented Chicago Correspondent of Liber- 
al papers and a Zealous Unitarian Work- 
er Enters the Lista in Defense of Mr. Blake 
and the Unitarian Faith. a 


To the U of the Religio Patinophica! Jotron 
Iam indebted to your courtesy for sending 
me coples of your paper containing the dis- 
cussion on the formation of a.soclety of Psy- 
chical Research, an important subject in 
which 1 am much Interested, though it is 
not to intrude myself into this discussion 
that I now address you. 
I have just read Mr. Blake's letter npon this 
„subject and your editorial reply to tho same, 
published in the JounnaL of Dee, 13th. This 
reply which takes the form of a geueral ar- 


ralgument of Unitariantsm, while ft manh 


feats a good spirit, reveals much “misappre- 
hension, it seems to me, of the present Un-, 
tarian position and outlook. a $ 

The general charge brought against Uni- 
tarlaniam ls the old one, which alleges a pre- 

nderance of mere intellectualism over spir- 
tual warmth aud vitality, and a positive lack 
of moral force and inspiration. The charge 
is very boldly and clearly presented, and will 
doubtless carry conviction to the — of 
your readers, às well as compel many wn 
iarlans to serious feflection upon their posi- 
tion; but you will pardon my frankness when 

- [say that, admitting a certain degree of force 
to your reasoning, it does not reveal that 
close and discriminating knowledge of the 
subject in handy which should supply the 
basis of true jum. Brought up amid the 
*surroundings of modern Spiritualism, and 
» making voluntary choice later in life of the 
Unitarian fellowship, I trust to be able to 
Speak with equal fairness and consideration 
to both sides, when | say that it has not been 
my experience to Ond any greater disposition 
to ha ro and mental forbearance among 
Spiritualists than among Unitarians, If the 
latter often erg! a willful and shallow 
misconception of the true oliject of Spiritual- 
lsm; the average Spiritualist as often reveals 
an equal degree of pretension, wisdom and 
intolerande in his judgment upon the teach- 
ings of Unitarianism. It ls because the JOUR- 
NAL representa a spirit and method quite 
above the average, that It has come to com- 
mand the respect of all thoughtful people. 

In selecting a particular sentence of Mr. 
Blake's, where he saya: "I am not interested 
to maintain that anything is truth, but am 
happy and gatladled when thetrath. whatever 
it may be, is discovered,” and making it the 
basis of a sweeping charge .of religious in- 
difference and inefficiency on the part of 
Unitarians, I cannot but think s do great 
violence to the true spirit and intent of his 
letter, which appeared to me exceedingly fair 
and sympathetic. It ia not my in 
however, to enter upon Mr. Blake's defense, 
who Is equal to his own, but only to attempt 
a brief reply to some of the conclusions 
drawn by yourself from the above statement, 
and app led to the Unitarian body at large. 

Quoting the words, “I am not interested 
to maintain that anything is truth.“ a sen- 
tence which, as I read it, seemed to convey 
but the plainest and most honorable of mean- 
ing, viz., an unalterable opposition to any 
form of di tic belief, you proceed to And 
therein a declaration of Unitarian principles 
and methods, which if your interpretation of 
these words be correct, might well be regard- 
od as the sign of fatal weakness and error. 


But I cannot but feel that this interpretation, 


is unjustified, either in the general context 
of Mr. Blake's letter or the admitted facts of 
Unitarian history. 

You compare the Unitarian of to-day with 
those of Channing’s and Parker's time, tothe 
disadvantage of the former, (who are lacking, 


u think, in the latter's power of forceful. 


“dental of existing errors and broad afirma- 
tion of new truths. But it ia not the mission 
of modern Unitarianism to fight over again 
the battles fought and won a generation ago. 
This mission, on the contrary, concerns the 
needs and conditions of its own timed, which 
are much more complex and dificult to deal 
withthan any which troubled the faith of 
the founders of our religion. It is precisely 
because of the complexities surrounding the 
social and intellectual life of the times, that 
the closest and mont impartial vision ia re- 

. quired to distinguish the real tendency of 
evonts. It is because the beat religious work 
of to-day, that in which Unitarians are bear- 
ing full and honorable part, and in many re- 
specta taking the lead, is of a quiet and un- 

ive order, dealing with broad ques- 

tions of life and character, and dispensing 
with all noisy parade of sentiment aud spe- 
cisl belief, that it a rs in ita external re- 
sults inadequate and Worthless Yet there 
never was a time when tarians were do- 
ing better, more practical work than now, 
work purely educational and wpiritualiziog 
in its effects. Looked at from a certain 
stand-point they are repeating the work ofthe 
early Unitarians, but with a broader intent 
and oper the influence of a wider culture.
